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THE CANCER CAMPAIGN 


The attitude of the medical pro-., 
fession toward cancer is swinging/' 
away from one of absolute pessimism./ 
Early recognition of the cancer lesion\ 
is imperative. Any campaign which 
broadcasts this information as the 
current one is doing deserves our 
hearty support. 

The research attack on cancer has 
heretofore lacked the coordination 
now common in great industrial re¬ 
search programs. Continuity is often 
lacking in investigation of diseases 
which depend on annual grants from 
individual sources. Resulting insecur-' 
ity causes many gifted young medcial 
men to hesitate to enter cancer re¬ 
search. The recognition of this fact 
by the layity has made possible the 
present well organized plan. This 
guarantee of a long term investiga-, 
tion of the causes of this disease • 
which next to heart disease is the 
greatest killer will surely stimulate 
research. 

Developments of the last ten 
years have been such that there are 
now far greater possibilities than ever 
before for fruitful discoveries conO 
cerning the cause and cure of cancer, j 
This opportunity arises primaril^J 
from these facts: 

1. The discovery of the electron \ 
microscope and other advanced tech¬ 
niques make it now possible to study 
what goes on in the living cell. 

2. It has been found that there 
are chemical differences in the bod¬ 
ies of those who have cancer and 
those who do not. Why? 


3. Experimental work with ani¬ 
mals has now progressed to a point 
where they provide a substantial 
basis for the study of the part which 
hereditary factors play. 

The first step in a comprehensive 
program of cancer research is to de¬ 
termine what investigations offer the , 
greatest hope and what is needed to 
fill in the gaps and provide a thor¬ 
oughly coordinated attack. The fol¬ 
lowing plan seems sensible: 

1. Election of nationally repre¬ 
sentative laymen to a majority on the 
Board of Directors of the American 
Cancer Society, thus giving them' 
control over the funds and business 
management of the society. (Physi¬ 
cians do this sort of thing poorly.) 

2. Creation of a board of leading 
medical men and scientists in the 
field of cancer, to control the pro¬ 
fessional and scientific policies and 
plans of the Society. 

3. Acceptance of an agreement 
with The National Research Coun¬ 
cil to provide its resources for formu¬ 
lation of a long term cancer research 
program, with specific recommenda* 
tions for projects on which money 
is to be spent. 

Our Cancer Committee, headed by 
Dr. Heberding, has been doing yeo-T 
man service in the past several weeks) 
on the radio and platform. Let us 
all take this opportunity to instruct 
our patients in the modern concept 
of cancer recognition.

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CANCER Vs. DR. A—DR. B—DR. C—DR. D

Have you seen the Reader’s Di¬ 
gest article? Did you read Walde- 
mar Kaempffert in the recent Sat¬ 
urday Evening Post? Or many other 
recent authoritative and informative 
stories in the press and magazines?— 
And, do you know that more, much 
more, of the same is coming very 
soon, via movie, radio and print. 

The blockade of phobias and ta¬ 
boos has crumbled. Our patients, 
whom we group collectively, as the 
“lay public” are getting cancer in¬ 
formation, are absorbing it, and are 
eagerly asking for more. And they 
are acting wisely, intelligently upon 
the facts they are learning. Are the 
doctors—or better, is each individual 
doctor—ready, now, to meet the en¬ 
lightened, frank and cooperative pa¬ 
tient who says “Doctor, please ex¬ 
amine me. I want to know if I have 
cancer, or a condition which I hear 
you doctors calling ‘pre-cancerous’ ?” 

Well, let’s look at the doctors. 
First comes for inspection: 

Doctor A. He has made a special 
study of cancers. He, after a prelim¬ 
inary internship, went on to special 
hospitals where the study of tumors 
of all sorts is emphasized. And he 
has done so in his practice with con¬ 
stant study and research. We need 
have no worry about Cancer vs. Dr. 
A.—he’ll win the fight if there is 
any chance at all. 

Doctor B. He has had good gen¬ 
eral clinical training, but in the 
specific problems of diagnosis and 
treatment of malignant disease, he 
has only general knowledge. But, he 
knows when to be alert, he knows 
and freely accepts his own limitations 
in this very specialized problem.

Therefore he acts promptly and hon¬ 
estly—he sends his suspected patient 
to one of the Doctors A. Doctor B 
is safe, too. We need not worry about 
Cancer vs. Doctor B. 

Doctor C. He perhaps has the 
same good broad general training in 
medical practice as Doctor B. But, 
he’s just a little bit too sure of him¬ 
self—he isn’t quite as ready to ac¬ 
knowledge his limitations. So, some¬ 
times—perhaps not often—he will 
rely upon his own judgment in a 
border-line diagnostic problem, until 
the golden hour for cure has passed. 
Cancer vs. Doctor C? Not quite so 
good. 

Doctor D. Also a good doctor— 
but a good fellow, too—in a way of 
speaking. The suspected patient is a 
brother Elk, a member of the Poker 
Club, or a close friend of the family. 
He doesn’t want to be an alarmist. 
Besides, it “can’t happen here.” So 
he blinds himself, gives false comfort 
to his patients—and—Cancer vs. 
Doctor D ? The answer often too 
tragic. 

Yes, it requires years of specialized 
training, study and research to be 
fully competent in the diagnosis and 
treatment of malignant disease, to be 
a Doctor A. There aren’t enough 
Doctors A, but more and more will 
come, after this war is over. 

And it takes courage and uncom¬ 
promising honesty to be a Doctor B. 
But there are lots and lots of them 
—in fact the large majority of prac¬ 
ticing physicians are Doctor B’s. 

Doctor C can become a Doctor B 
overnight, if he will face facts. And 
he’ll sleep better in the nights that 
follow.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON RED CROSS 


The special committee on Red 
Cross relationship has had several 
requests in regard to the attitude of 
the Profession toward leaves of mili¬ 
tary personnel. These requests are 
made by the relatives at home when 
sickness overtakes the family. The 
Red Cross is requested to contact the 
proper authorities to get these sick¬ 
ness military furloughs. We have 
considered this problem and have 
come to the following conclusions 
which we submit to the Council for 
its consideration and if accepted 
should be transmitted to the Ma¬ 
honing Chapter of the American 
Red Cross for its guidance in this 
matter. 


1. If a medical problem (medical 
or surgical) is considered serious, the 
medical attendant in charge should 
so notify the Red Cross so that the 
persons in the Armed Services so 
affected shall be given a leave of ab¬ 
sence from duty to return home be¬ 
cause of this family disability if the 
service person is not in foreign duty 
(that is duty outside the Continental 
U. S.) 


2. If the case is understood by the 
medical attendant not to be of a ser¬ 
ious nature, he or she will so notify 
the Red Cross to that effect and 
will make it known to the Red Cross 
representative that it is not necessary 
for a furlough because of this medic¬ 
al problem. 


3. If the case has been of a chronic 
nature and other complications de¬ 
velop and if the medical attendant 
is in doubt as to its outcome, the 
medical attendant should give the 
benefit of the doubt to the person 
requesting the forlough and aid the 
Red Cross in securing the requested 
furlough. 

4. The Medical Profession should 
not give aid to families at home for 
the release or furlough of armed force 


personnel on physical conditions that 
cannot be confirmed by the medical 
attendant. 

5. The Red Cross worker after 
contacting the medical attendant 
should not state bluntly that the 
physician in charge of the case in 
question has refused to give his or 
her consent to bring the service per¬ 
son home because of this illness but 
should use as much diplomacy as 
possible, leaving some of the respon¬ 
sibility to the commanding office of 
the service personnel. This may be 
difficult at times but the medical at¬ 
tendants are complaining about the 
bluntness with which these matters 
are sometimes handled and thrown 
back on his or her shoulders.

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FUTURE OF MEDICINE 

By EBEN CAREY, M. D. 

Dean of Marquette University Medical School 


The evening lecture at the post 
graduate day assembly was given by 
Dr. Eben Carey. He discussed the y 
future of medicine under four head¬ 
ings: 1—‘‘Medical Education for the I 
Profession.” 2—“Medical Research.” 1 

3— “Distribution of Medical Care.” 

4 — “The Relation of the Medical 
Profession to the Public.” Serious 
threats have arisen during the war to 
the medical education, research, and 
practice. These threats can be avert¬ 
ed only by the determined action of 
individual doctors and County Med¬ 
ical Societies towards a high stand¬ 
ard of practice, wide distribution of 
medical care and better relations 
with the public. 

The speeded-up course in medical/ 
school is unsatisfactory and is justi/ 
fied only by war. The boys are not 
well prepared. It is impossible to di¬ 
gest the amount we expect a medical 
school graduate to have in the abbre¬ 
viated course. Medical graduates are) 
in a brain fog. They have been paid 
to go to medical school. It is not the 
Army or Navy’s business to carry on 
medical education except in war time. 
Moreover government subsidization 
of the student’s expenses and the regi¬ 
mented life in the armed forces later 
rob him of the faculty of personal 
responsibility and initiative. The 
short course should be stopped as soon 
as possible. On July 1, the first group 
trained under the accelerated pro¬ 
gram will be graduated. Nobody 
knows the implanations or implica¬ 
tions involved in this accelerated pro¬ 
gram. 

As to research, Dr. Carey said, it s\ 
planning by a central committee and I 
it’s subsidization by government 
would be destructive. Harm has al¬ 
ready been done by insisting that re¬ 
search be on problems that have an 
immediate applied value in military 
work. No one can say what is pure 
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research and what is applied research. 
Some of the most practical and quick¬ 
ly applicable discoveries such as 
Penicillen have been made in the 
course of pure research. What is 
utilitarian? The actions of Penicillin 
were first noted by a student in 
Koeningsburg University. He noted 
in the morgue that rigor mortis dis¬ 
appeared after the appearance of a 
white, cottony mold. This was a 
scientific observation. It set off £ 
spark of imagination and aroused the 
curiosity of youth. The mind went 
from observation to experimentation, 
and then to reason. Today Penicillin 
gives many important contributions 
to humanity. It was not discovered by 
a medical agency, but by independent 
thoughts of thinking individuals. 
There is a vicious action in mass 
action. There is no substitute for the 
genius and the inspiration of a free 
individual in free research. 

Dr. Carey strongly opposed plans^ 
for government intervention to fi-f 
nance and distribute medical care/TTe 
complimented the Vindicator very 
highly on the editorial which they 
had on the post graduate day. He 
said that society will follow leader¬ 
ship. We have been crucified by tlTe^ 
supreme court but if we stick to our 
task and to the truth the public will 
find it out. As to problems of distri¬ 
bution of medical care—each County 
Medical Society must solve its own 
problem. They should not pass the 
buck to the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. It is very easy to blame the 
State. It takes only a few doctors to 
bring discredit to a County Medical 
Society, therefore we should hold the 
ethics high. The public will respond. 
We should do more than good med¬ 
ical care. We must combat socialized 
medicine by cultivating better relaA 
tions with the public. The profession 
should educate the people as to what 
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real medical care is by using news¬ 
papers and radios, and by holding 
health exhibits and having an annual 
health day for the public. Some of 
these activities can well be sponsored 
by the Women’s Auxiliary to the 
Medical Society. The trouble with 
the individual doctor is that his hands 
are so filled with carrying on his 
practice that he has no time to carry 
on these other activities. But some 
of our finest scientists take time to 
periodically announce what they do. 
This is true particularly in England. 
Dr. Carey advised us to familiarize 
ourselves with the “Christian Lec¬ 
tures,” which were first published in 
1833 in England. They are put out 
for the purpose of education for the 
public. They are written so that they 
can be understood by a twelve year 
old child. The medical profession 
must get down from its Latin and 
Greek. Dr. Carey advised us to read 
“Living Machinery,” a book written 
by Dr. A. V. Hill of the University, 
of London. Medicine can be explain¬ 
ed to the public. The American Med¬ 
ical Association has many exhibits 
that they will send out to local Med¬ 
ical Societies. Women can do things 
that we can’t do in regard to edu¬ 
cating the public. It is high time to' 
present the truth. We are behind in 
our social relations to the public in 
spite of our advances in science. ^ 

. The United States is in magnifi¬ 
cent health, yet in Wisconsin there 
was a bill to socialize Medicine. This 
would require a tax of 4% and yet it 
would take an 8% tax to match the 
medical care given under the present 
system. The politicians want taxes. 
We must educate the public awav 
from false promises. If socialized! 
medicine were ever adopted it would/ 
take a revolution to dynamite us ouj/ 
of it. Dr. Carey has seen government 
medicine working in Austria, France, 
Germany and England. None of the 
foreign plans produced anything like 
the hieh quality of medical care 
which free medicine has given Ameri¬ 
cans. Under our system of free doc¬ 


tors and independent County Socie¬ 
ties, this country has had better 
health than any other large nation in 
History. 

The individual doctor must see 
that he does not hurt the profession 
by unethical practice. The County 
Society must see that medical care is 
of high quality and that it is properly 
distributed so that no indigent lack 
care. If this is done, sooner or later 
the public will recognize honesty and 
truth and the dangers that threaten 
medicine in an unchartered future 

can be inverted.

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NURSING PROFESSION TODAY 


Impressions are curious things. 
Many times in medicine clinical im¬ 
pressions on investigation prove to 
be facts. Progress is often so made. 
Perhaps, more often, clinical impres¬ 
sions on careful analysis are not sup¬ 
ported by the facts. It is extremely 
easy to remember the occasional unus-. 
ual case and forget the numerous rou¬ 
tine cases which bear on the same 
problem. 

It seems as though this is what is 
happening with the nursing situation 
today. Nurses appear to be in the 
same position that the physicians 
have been for the past fifteen years. 
During this period physicians were 
blamed frequently and often by the 
public press for most of the ills of 
mankind; especially those which only 
economic factors could remedy. For 
the medical profession the war has 
changed much of this criticism. The 
same body of men rather bitterly 
maligned by branches of government 
and by parts of the public press be¬ 
fore the war are now being held up 
as shining examples because of the 
medical work done in war time. 

The facts are frequently forgotten. 
The impressions which may be false 
are frequently remembered. At pres¬ 
ent the nursing profession is under 
considerable strain. The impression is 
distributed from high quarters that 
the nursing profession is falling down 
on the job. Those of us who are con¬ 
nected with hospitals and are work¬ 
ing in the hospitals today must 
certainly appreciate that this is an 
impression and not a fact. 

Recently one of the graduates of 
some years ago, married and the 
mother of several children, was seen 
back in the hospital working. On 
talking with her it was discovered 
that her nursing duties did not stop 
with her term in the hospital. Sev¬ 
eral patients in the neighborhood 
of her home who required nursing 
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care were being assisted in addition. 
This is not an isolated instance. 

The - training schools of the hos¬ 
pitals have a hard time to keep a suf¬ 
ficient staff for training purposes, 
yet the increased enrollment of cadet 
nurses demands more help instead of 
less. The governmental regulations 
covering these cadet nurses make it 
impossible to have these girls on the 
wards for the length of time which 
nurses used to serve in that capacity. 
This cuts down on the amount of 
nursing care that can be expected of 
student nurses. Supervision on the 
wards falls frequently on the should¬ 
ers of young and comparatively in¬ 
experienced graduates. This is not 
their choice but a case of necessity. 
The hospitals of the country are over¬ 
crowded with patients. Somehow the 
nursing profession is meeting this 
need. One of the older physicians 
who served in a supervisory capacity 
in the last war has said that the 
nursing situation in the last war was 
such that only a few nurses were 
found in the very large general hos¬ 
pitals. Today nurses are much more 
abundant than that in the armed ser¬ 
vices. The medical profession accus¬ 
tomed to placing reliance on facts 
and not on impressions owes a defi¬ 
nite debt of gratitude and thanks to , 
the nursing profession for the way 
in which they have met their obliga¬ 
tions and carried the tremendous 
load of the last few years. „

The meeting was called to order 
at 12:30 p.m., April 26, 1945 at the 
Y. M. C. A. by Dr. J. N. McCann, 
chairman. Members present were 
Doctors Heberding, Wenaas, Mc- 
Clenahan and Cronick. 

Motion made by Dr. Heberding 
and seconded by Dr. Wenaas that 
following the regular monthly meet¬ 
ing of the Mahoning County Med¬ 
ical Society, there shall be a meeting 
of the members who have expressed 
their willingness to serve on the 
Staff of Youngstown Receiving Hos¬ 
pital. At that time the constitution 
and by-laws will be offered for ac¬ 
ceptance or revision and a 'president 
and executive committee shall be 
elected. It will be the duty of the 
executive committee to organize the 
staff. 


We express the wish that when 
the staff is being organized, the ab¬ 
sent members of our Society in the 
armed forces, be given consideration. 

CONSTITUTION AND 
BY-LAWS 
of the Staff of 
THE YOUNGSTOWN 
RECEIVING HOSPITAL 

I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be 
the Medical Staff of Youngstown 
Receiving Hospital. 

II. PURPOSE 

The purpose of the Staff shall be 
to bring to the patients of the 
Youngstown Receiving Hospital the 
complete facilities of the Medical 
profession of Mahoning County in 
the care and treatment of any and 
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all illness and disease by which they 
may be afflicted. 

III. MEMBERSHIP 

1. The Mahoning County Medical 
Society shall recommend the original 
staff from legally qualified physi¬ 
cians of Mahoning County who are 
members of the Mahoning County 
Medical Society and who have sig¬ 
nified in writing to the Secretary of 
the Society their willingness to serve. 

2. Subsequent appointments to the 
Staff shall consist of physicians cer¬ 
tified by the Mahoning County Med¬ 
ical Society to whom the application 
shall first be submitted. The applica¬ 
tion then shall be presented to the 
Executive Committee of the Staff. 
Their action on the application shall 
be final. 

Corollary to the existence of such 
a staff, it is understood that the 
Staff shall not change or encroach 
upon the authority of the duly ap¬ 
pointed Medical Director of the 
Youngstown Receiving Hospital; 
that facilities and clinical material of 
this institution shall be utilized to 
the utmost for the scientific study of 
psychiatric problems; that this service 
may be discontinued by either party 
upon three months written notice, 
properly served. 

IV. OFFICERS 

The officers of the Staff shall be 
a President, Vice-President, and Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer. These officers are 
to be elected for one year at the 
annual meeting. 

V. EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The executive committee shall con¬ 
sist of seven members of the staff. 
The President of the Staff and the 
Medical Director of the Receiving 
Hospital shall be ex-officio members 
of this committee. The President of 
the Staff shall be Chairman of this 
committee. The duties of the com¬ 
mittee shall be to determine the policy 
of the staff in conjunction with the 
Medical Director. This committee 


shall pass upon all applications for 
appointment to the staff. The Exec¬ 
utive Committee shall organize the 
staff membership into departments of 
the various specialties of medicine 
and surgery, and assign the staff 
members to specific services. 

VI. MEETINGS 

Monthly meetings shall be held by 
the staff— 

at , at such place as shall be 

designated in the notice of the meet¬ 
ing. The Annual Meeting shall be 
held—. 

at which meeting officers shall be 
elected for the ensuing year. 

VII. ELECTION 

The offices of President, Vice- 
President, and Secretary-T reasurer 
shall be elected by ballot. The names 
of the two receiving the highest num¬ 
ber of votes shall then be submitted 
to the meeting. The one receiving 
the highest number shall be declared 
elected to office 

The members of the Executive 
Committee, consisting of seven mem¬ 
bers, shall be elected by ballot as 
previously defined for a period of 
three years except the first year. The 
first year two shall be elected for 
one year, two for two years, and 
three for three years. Subsequent 
annual elections shall provide for 
vacancies occuring under this system. 
Vacancies during tenure of office in 
any of the elected offices shall be 
filled by the Executive Committee. 

VIII. ORDER OF BUSINESS 

1. Reading of the minutes of last 
and any special meeting. 

2. Unfinished business. 

3. Communications. 

4. Reports of standing committees. 

5. New business. 

6. Papers of the evening. 

7. Adjournment. 

IX. AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to these By-Laws 
can be made by notice and reading 
of such amendments at a regular 

May 
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meeting of the Staff. Such amend¬ 
ments shall be voted upon at the next 
regular meeting. 

FUNCTIONS AND DUTIES 
OF THE STAFF 
Each division of the staff shall 
set definite hours and days to meet 
with the Medical Director or Resi¬ 
dent Physicians for the purpose of 
examining, discussing, and instituting 
treatment of cases coming within 
the pervue of their division. A rec¬ 
ord system shall be formulated, and 
complete records of examinations, or¬ 
ders, operative procedures and con¬ 
sultations shall be kept on each pa¬ 
tient, and filed under proper cross 
indices at the termination of the pa¬ 
tient’s residence in the Receiving 
Hospital.

February, 1945 
“Work here is terrific. The Captain 
in my department has been transferred 
and that leaves me to hold down my 
job as section chief as well as ward de¬ 
tails and much paper work. I work al¬ 
most continuously. We are getting many 
convoys of injured and believe me these 
coming back from the front can really 
take it. A convoy came in last night and 
I had three hours sleep. Our hospital is 
supposed to receive some replacements 
soon and we need them. 

You mentioned the snows in Youngs¬ 
town. It seems to snow very little here 
but the cold is penetrating because of 
the dampness. However, with all the 
sweaters and coats I keep very warm and 
comfortable. I wear a sweater under my 
shirt, then I have acquired a combat 
trench coat which is fine for this climate. 
It has so many fixtures on it that it 
will almost talk to you. Until recently 
we had a coke stove that went out every 
night and we always got up in a cold 
hut but now we have large parrafin 
burning oil stoves that are kept burning 
all the time. I have dropped from 15 8 
lbs. to 140 lbs. and I miss the extra 
weight for keeping me warm.

Have been in France since last Sep¬ 
tember, after spending about nine months 
in Corsica. That, too, was quite a change 
from sunny, sandy Africa.
